Principal Ourriei 
opened the exercises with a few re- 
marks. His flrsl question '<> the 
pupils, was tO know the age of 
George Washington, if he still lived 
at the present day. This question 
was promptly answered by a score 
of pupils, who showed their patriot- 
ism by telling the exai one- 
hundred and seventy-one. Then 
the Principal began a short speech 
on the life of the great man. He 
spoke of ins character and his great 
patience, and also of his self-con 
tn,l.

In the 
spring they expected to build some 
foils on the hills around Boston, 
from which they could Ore on the 
rebels and drive them away. 

Meanwhile Washington was plan- 
ulng how he could build a fort on 
one ol those hills before the British 
had a chance to do so, and by thai 
means he hoped lodiivofhe British 

out of Boston. 
General Putnam explained to 

WashingtOU how to build a tort 
of h»t,>s. Washington set his sol- 
diers lo culling down the trees and 
yctline, them icadv to build ihe 
fori. One night in the month of 
March all WHS ready, and while Ihe 

English soldiers were having a good 
time iii the city, Washington's men 
were carrying the logs up to the 

top of Dorchester Heights and build- 
ing the fort When General Howe 
wenl out to look around Ihe in x' 
morning, he was surprised in see 

a rebel fori right wliere he had ex 
peeled lo build one himself. 

Thus, by beillg industrious, 

Washington drove the British out 

of Boston Without a bailie 

We see this same industry Illus- 
trated again and again in his life, 

and because of this he won final 
success. 

If we aic industrious, it will help 
us lo win BUI ss also. 

Mr Clarke then came forward 

with the following speech : 

" it. is a peculiar coincidence 
that in the month of February we 

honor the bill Inlays and the memory 

of the two greatest men the United 
Stales has evei produced. Perhaps 

some ol you may know about the 
Hall of Fame at Ihe New York Uni- 
versity on Untveraity Heights. One 

hundred thousand dollars was given 
by Miss Helen Gould in 1900 lev 

this purpose. One hundred ni mes 
of famous Americana are to be in- 
scribed ill this Hall, and these men 
must have been born in Hie I 
and must have been dead for at 

least ien years preceding the choice. 

Ninety-seven prominent Americans 

Including governors and judges of 

States, voted in 1 '.in.' on the names 
of one hundred famous Americans, 
and twenty nine names were select 
ed. George Washington received 

every vote and Abraham Lincoln re- 
ceived ev erv Vote but one. So we 
can justly say that Washington and 
Lincoln aie Aniei ica's greatest men 

In 1906" the judges will select twen- 
ty-one mine names to lie inscribed 
in the Hall of Fame, and every live 
I hereafter. live more will be 
chosen, until the full number of one 
hundred has been secured. 

We live in deeds not vears, is all 
old Baying. Lincoln died at fifty* 
six years of age, Washington was 
siXty-seveil vears old at thi' lime of 
his death. They were not old men 
when they died, but because they 
were men of deeds, they were re- 
membered. The rosebud is short- 
lived but ii gives forth a sweet 

■nice while it iloe.s live 
:iy stories arc told of Wash 
Inglon and Lincoln, but before 1 
finish 1 want lo tell you an anec- 
dote about Washington which nice- 
ly Illustrates the complete self- 
control which, as the Principal has 
told us, was one of Ihe conspicuous 
features of Ihe character of ( ■• 

Washington. 

It is well known that Washing- 
ton Was quite strong even when he 
aine Once a playmate of- 
fended him. " Fight him. fight 
him,'' said a bis OOWSldly fellow 

i ood by, " you are stronger 

than he is, 'and e.ui easily w hip 
him." " That is just whv I will 
not fight him, ' said (ieoi re. and he 
turned away, leaving the big fellow 
ashamed of himself. 

When a smaller boy or nil I of- 
fends you and von are tempted lo 

fight, I hope you will remember 
Washington's self control." 

Last uf all came Prof. .Lines, who 
paid a beautiful tribute to the 
mill and spoke lo us in the follow- 
inn words : 

" \ beautiful characlei has Ihe. 
inlliienee of perfection in the realm 
of morals. No one can rend" the

the real greatness of a man begins 
when Cod marches into his being. 
Try lo be good like Washington,

.lust as the pupils were about to 

leave the chapel, President Charles 
A. Stoddard, of the Hoard of Direc 
tors, made his appearance, and was 
very warmly greeted By the in- 
vitation of the Principal he look 
Ihe platform and spoke lo us on the 
" Life of Washington." He said 
he was very much pleased to see the 
enthusiasm and patriotism that the 
pupils till showed on thai day. 
lie said it was a good sign that as 
we could not be so great a man as 
Washington, and could not go to 
war, we could show our respect lo 
our country in a manner that it 

would be muoh appreciated. He 

e to us ou ihe character of 
Washington as a man -both as a 
soldier and President, of the traits 
that he possessed, lie chose for 
us, Ihe unselfishness that Washing- 
on had, and advised us to follow 

his example. We should nevei 

think of ourselves, be selfish nor 

angry. He spoke of how Washing- 
ton controlled himself While in the 
height of temper, and also his 
kindness to others who were in bad 

straits, ending with a short piece of 
aovice of ihe value of patriotism 

and unselfishness. At the end of 
this, and amid the much applause, 
which greeted his address, the ex 
ercises were ended, and the pupils 

dispeised lo their various rooms to 
prepare for dinner.

Costumes 
of every nation, of every hue, shape 
and Style, lo chirm Hie eye. could 
be seen, and il seemed as if one was 
in fairyland The fierce Indian
